The History of the Introduction of Means’
Grass Into This Country.
Below we give an extract from a letter

in the Abbeville Press and Banner from
that excellent writer, Dr. Lathan, in

hich he recites the history of the intro-
dnotion of the famous Means grass into
this covgntry. If any of our readers have
had any

perience with this persistent

and irrep ible grass he will ragret
that the shi ab brouiht it over did not
sink to the boti of the ogean before it

reached this shor - .

YWhile it is true tfjat this grassis a great
pest and will practically ruin a garden or
any ground for the cirdtivation of any
but bhardy plants, yet ol of the most
successful farmers of Fair¥ield County
once told us it sometimes seended almost
.a god-send, especially to the negroes on
his place. He said his bofloms wero 1n-
fested with the grass and it requirediin-
cessant labor to keep it from so comdg
pletely over-running the bottoms as to
make them unfit for raising corn. He
said that frequently the grass was as
high as the corn at fodder-pulling time,
but still he would make a good yield of
corn. But neither floods mor drouths
could keagtha Means grass from flour-
ishing., When, from any cause, the corn
orop was & failure, he could get an
abundance of forage for his stock from
this grass, and could make tfon after
ton of hay from it for winter use,
He said the negroes were rather pleased
with it, and he was not sure but that
they would haye been glad to give the
bottoms up to it. ‘The only trouble they
had to Keep a mule was to cut an armful
of Means’ grass for it

We once knew of a gentleman who was
50 pleased with the wire grass when ho
first saw it that he concluded to securea
few roots of it and sot it out in a boxin
his parden—thinking it would mako an
ornamental grass, Lver sinco then le
Las had plenty ofroots to spare to his
neighbors, and realizod more than over
that by “the sweat of thy brow? shalt
thou have a good garden.

Ry-the-way, a noighuor once told us
ho knew of ono way, and one way only,
to successfully get rid of nut grass.
When we asked how, he said, “‘move
away from it.” :

Dr. Lathan promises more informa-
tion on the Means’ grass. We will iry to
reproduce it. The history of the comin
of this tyrannical foreigner to this “lan
of the brave and home of the free,” i3 as
follows: :

tiphig ing's creek region of country 18
thickly set with what is known as
Means's grass. In other sections of the
South it bears other names. The history
of the introduction of tho grass into the
South and probably into America is this.
About the year of 1840 one of the Means
family, living in the western portion of
Iairfield County, S. C., sent to some re-
gion of country bordering on the Baltic
sea for some barley seed of a peculiar va-
riety. When the seed was reeeived it
was discovered that there were in it some
seed of a strange appearance. These
sead were planted by Mr. Means in his
garden, The spot in which thoy were
planted was carofully prepared and well
manured. The few seed sown germi-
nated and the grass did well, attaining
the enormous height of seven or cight
feet and producing an abundant erop of
gead;~ Mr. Means thought ha had found
a tropsurp. All tho seed of the Lrst

L4

o

year’s growth was earefnlly sayed and at
tho proper time sown. These germi-
nated and produced an abundant crop.
In about three years tho grass took pos-
session of {he garden, rooting out every-
thing elso. To get rid of it Mr. Means
kad it dug up and carried outand thrown

f ot a hill side hoping that he was rid of

his pet. But o his astonishmont and
bitter regrot every root left in the garden
sent up a stalk, and those thrown on the
hill side grow, and the seed was washed
by the riins down into the bottoms, and
in a few years the whole plantation and
all the plantations in the neighborhood
were polluted with tho grass. The name
Means was given to the grass in honor,
or otherwise, of him who accidentally
introdueed it.

“Means's grass was introduced into
the western portion of York County by
Jas. A. Black. I donot kuoow how it got
into Abbeville County. From Abbevillo
County it was taken to Alabama by a
gentleman] by the name of Johnson,
whaere it is called Johnson’s grass.”

Eradicating an Evil.

She was rep-
resented by E, B. Murray, Esq., and the
city by Geo. K, Prince, Eaq.

After a legal fight as to the constitution-
ality of the ordinance, the defendant was
found guilty and sentenced to paya fine of
$10 or go to jail. -

An appeal was entered from the Mayor's
decision as to the constitutionslity of the
ordinance, but the Council sustained the
decision at a hearing on Monday evening.
An appeal will be made to the higher
Court.
